Salmons During Session

The Baptist ministers held an enthust- | 


astic meeting at the First Baptist church 
yesterday morning at 10:30 o’clock. One 
of the strongest papers that 
read at the association for some time 
was read by Rev. Mr. Salmons, pastor of 


the Decatur Baptist church, on the sub- | 


ject of pastoral visitation. 


Mr. Salmons went very fully into the | 


subject and showed what advantage the 


minister could get out of this part of | 


his work and what a blessing he could

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DECISIONS OF INTEREST 
FROM THE SUPREME COURT 


HE supreme court yesterday handed 
OT] cown decisions in several cases of 
general interest. 
| In the case of Bishop v. Bishop, from 
| Fulton superior court, involving alimony, 
the supreme court in affirming the de- 
cision of the lower court says that be- 
cause a wife has been allowed temporary 
alimony on one suit for divorce, which 
was not sustained, she is nOt barred from 
applying for alimony in a subsequent 
suit, In this case it appears the wife 
sued for divorce and was allowed tem- 
porary alimony. Her petition for divorce 
was denied, and then the husband brought 
suit for divorce against her and she 
made application again for temporary all- 
mony. The supreme court holds that this 
,is her right pending the suit, despite the 
|fact that she was allowed alimony under 
| the former suit which she had brought. 
| As to Municipal Powers. 
decision of Richmond superior 
in the case of the city council of 
Augusta against Clark & Co, was re- 
‘versed.

We can show that 
the prisoner went to work as a railroad 
hand near the scene of the crime on 
October 12 and that he worked there 
continuously up to the very morning the 
crime was comanitted. After the commis- 
sion of the crime he .was seen on an 
engine at Armours station and he rode 
on the engine in the direction of Fair- 
burn, where he was caught.
